But 
there was once a time when human,t couldn't 
say "I want one." and when they most cer- 
tainly were a lot fa.ster on their feet than 
they are today. 

In tho course of time homo sapiens slowed 
down to a walk and learned to talk a great 
deal. Ho became progressively accomplished. 
He learned to live In houses. He trained his 
nelghhora of Held and forest to do a lot of his 
work. Ho devised Increasingly refined and de- 
vastating ways to kill his Icilow man. 

Eventually he came up with the ultimate 
■weapon, potentially capable of wiping hlm- 
aelf off the face of the earth. AntJ Just iit 
that time there appeared a dog that could 
talk and a human that could outrun almost 
anything on two or four legs.
